By bidding on any lot offered by LRCA, the bidder indicates acceptance 
of the following Terms and Conditions of Sale. Bidders are to comply with the Terms and Conditions of Sale, posted on 
LegendAuctions.com, at the time of the auction in which they are participating. 


BUYER’S PREMIUM 
A 17.5% buyer’s premium will be added to all successful bids, and is payable by the winning bidder as part of the total 
purchase cost. 


SALES TAX 
All sales are subject to applicable state and local taxes. Any lots that are picked up and/or delivered in the state of of The 
Regency Auction are subject to applicable state and local taxes. 


PAYMENT 

All merchandise must be paid for within TEN (10) days of the date of sale. We reserve the right to cancel any unpaid 
order after that time and to ban the bidder from future sales.

RETURN POLICY 

All lots are sold “as is.” Lots graded by PCGS, NGC or other third-party grading services, or any lot viewed by the buyer 
or anyone on buyer's behalf prior to the auction, may not be returned. This is not an approval sale. All sales of lots to the 
highest bidder are final. Bidders are strongly advised and encouraged to research any lots upon which they plan to bid, 
and to determine bids, based upon their own evaluation. Bidders assume all risks concerning and related to the grade, 
quality, appearance, condition, history and origin of any lot. Bidders acknowledge that coin grading is not an exact 
science, that it can be subjective and inconsistent and that it is possible that two parties might assess or grade the same 
coin differently.

SHIPPING

armored carrier. 


The shipping charge includes fees for our third-party insurance coverage, as well as any costs incurred through the USPS 
or Federal Express. Any shipments made via armored carrier (Brinks, Dunbar, etc.) will be calculated and assessed at the 
time of shipment.

$1 1776 CURRENCY, EG FECIT. PCGS MS64 CAC 
Ex Buss Collection, as noted on the insert. 


One of the classics of American numismatics, the Continental “Dollar” has been a centerpiece 
coin that has been popular and in strong demand from the earliest days of the hobby. Any Mint 
State example is VERY RARE, and a near GEM as offered here is a trophy that eludes the majority of 
collectors. Ranked as #10 in Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth’s 100 Greatest U.S. Coins, Fourth Edition. 


Newman D-3, W-8460, the EG FECIT type, struck in Pewter is a Rarity-4 die pairing. This 
essentially GEM quality example has a rich, original pewter-gray coloration over semi-reflective, 
flashy luster. The striking definition is quite sharp with bold, crisp reliefs on both sides. The reverse 
is rotated 90 degrees, and shows die cracks among the links on the chain on the reverse. There are 
a few minor tics seen, which is common on this soft planchet, but there are no signs of cleaning, 
environmental damage, or other issues that are common enough on these large and popular coins. 


Traditionally considered an official coin struck at the behest of the Continental Congress, in 
recent years, the origin story hotly debated. The traditional explanation, put forward by noted 
numismatic scholar Eric P. Newman was that the Continental dollars were struck in 1776 in New 
York or Pennsylvania, and that EG stood for Elisha Gallaudet, an engraver in New York. The motifs 
on both sides were similar to officially sanctioned currency notes issued by the Congress, again 
supported the theory these were struck in the colonies. However, no mention of the silver, brass, 
or pewter coins were ever mentioned in the volumes of records, copiously kept and preserved 
from the Continental Congress. Recent research conducted by Erik Goldstein, the curator of 
mechanical arts and numismatics at Colonial Williamsburg and David McCarthy have revealed 
that in all likelihood, these were struck in Europe at the end of the war as a commemorative for 
sale to collectors. They note the first published references to them were in German publications, 
appearing not in 1776 but in 1783. Regardless of their origin, they have always been a popular 
type coin, often collected as part of a silver dollar type set or collection of colonial era coins.

PCGS 12, NGC 2, CAC 4. The most recent PCGS MS64 to sell in auction was not CAC and sold for 
$150,000 in October 2021. While there are a handful graded finer, nothing finer in a PCGS holder 
has sold since the weaker market of 2016. This beauty will entice very strong bidding activity 
when the hammer falls. Bound for a WORLD CLASS cabinet of American Numismatic classics. A 
fabulous example and one that will be highly prized by its next owner! Good luck!

1/2C 1808 NGC MS64 BN CAC 

This is asensational, VERY CHOICE C-3, B-3 half cent. 
Struck in the final year of Robert Scot’s Draped Bust design, 
with a mintage of 400,000 went right into circulation; Mint 
State examples are VERY RARE in any grade. This is the 
SINGLE FINEST graded by NGC! 


Wonderfully lustrous surfaces gleam with a satiny 
glowing brilliance in the fields. The surfaces range from a 
coffee-brown to a brick-red coloration with olive and gold 
accents seen when rotated in a light. The reverse is more 
even. Well struck overall, the die state dulls areas of the 


peripheries. We really like this near-GEM early half cent 
and it is worthy of a fantastic type or date set! 


PCGS 1, NGC 1, CAC 4 (there are two in MS64+ BN at 
PCGS that are both stickered). The last MS64 BN was a 
PCGS graded coin that brought $26,400 in August 2018 
(not CAC). The Collectors Universe value is $30,000 and 
the CAC CPG value is listed at $39,600. Note there is a 
PCGS MS64+ BN CAC on the market at $45,000. The 
famed Missouri Cabinet-Pogue MS64+ BN sold for $56,400 
in March 2017. This lovely coin presents a fantastic 
opportunity not to be missed by any EAC specialist and is 
worthy of a very strong bid! Good luck!

MS64 BN CAC 

What a gorgeous, CONDITION 
CENSUS example of this Rarity-2 
variety. Truly of premium quality for 
the grade, it is listed as EAC graded 
(very conservative standards) MS63 
and is tied for #3 in the Noyes 
Condition Census. 


A delicate bluish-steel overtone 
graces the smooth, lustrous 
chocolate brown surfaces. A satiny, 
glowing brilliance enhances the 
near-GEM quality surfaces, indeed 
there are zero marks of consequence and we mention a couple of tiny flecks of carbon which we note a the sake of full 
disclosure. Sharply struck from a middle die state, there are some minor patches of mint made die rust noted for the die 
state. The eye appeal is VERY HIGH END. 


PCGS 16, NGC 0, CAC 8. This coin was raw and called MS63 in the Goldberg’s May 2012 sale of the Northwest 
Collection, lot 20, and realized $9,488. The current Collectors Universe value is listed at $11,500. Just five are graded 
higher at PCGS in the BN category and this impressive near-GEM is worthy of a very strong bid. Good luck!

1C 1857 FLYING EAGLE. PCGS PR64 
A borderline GEM Proof example 

of this early rarity. Only 485 Proofs 
were struck and this lovely example 
ranks in the middle of the pack. 


Richly toned over glittery mirrored 
surfaces. Ultra flashy, brilliantly 
reflective surfaces stand out from 
around razor sharp devices. The 
design elements stand out with a 
brighter shade of copper-nickel gold,

A LEGENDARY RARITY, as John Dannreuther calls it in the Bass-Dannreuther reference on Early U.S. gold coins. 
Walter Breen suggested that the mintage was 1,003, but due to the fact that the survival rate is lower than the 1796 
With Stars and the 1797 quarter eagles, which both had significantly lower mintages. John Dannreuther believes 
the mintage of the 1804 13 Star Reverse may be as low as 250 pieces. The 13 Star, cataloged as BD-1, is listed 

as Rarity-6+, and it is suggested that about a dozen examples are known in all grades. This is a figure that David 
Akers suggested in his multi-volume study of U.S. Gold Coins in 1988 and a figure that seems to hold up in all 

the literature and confirmed by the Population data from the grading services. This is one of the most important 
Red Book types in the early quarter eagle series, and often considered the most sought of all early quarter eagles 
by specialists. Missing from the vast majority of collections, examples usually only appear on the market when 
significant collections are offered. Indeed, the National Numismatic Collection at the Smithsonian Institution lacks 
an example, and the greatest collection of all time, the Louis E. Eliasberg Collection, legendary for its depth, scope, 
and completeness also did not have an example when the gold portion of his collection was auctioned by Bowers . 
and Ruddy in 1982. 


This is a very eye appealing AU5O. There is much retained original mint brilliance on the surfaces, belying the 
rich olive and orange-tinged toning that blankets both sides. The devices are exceptionally crisp and have bold 


definition on both Liberty’s hair curls and throughout the eagle on the reverse. The wear is limited to the lightest 


bit of high point friction, but you can still see all the details. There are some mint made planchet adjustment marks

Deeply beaming mirrors in the fields appear as sheets of sleek, black ice that contrast boldly 
against the thick, creamy frosted texture of the sharply struck reliefs. Typical for the type the 
fields show die polish lines and planchet rolling striations, but they are minor compared with 
other examples we have seen. We also believe this coin has not been conserved, unlike so 
many that have a bright unnatural yellow-gold color. The visual allure of this GEM is off the 
charts. 


In 1879, John Kasson, the ambassador to Austria suggested a $4 gold coin to be struck in a 
Metric gold composition. Kasson had connections, and the resulting proposed $4 gold piece 
was the closest an international coinage got to mass production. Two distinct obverses were 
created, one with a Liberty head with her hair flowing down, designed by Charles Barber, 

and the other with Liberty’s hair coiled up on of her head by George Morgan. The 1879 is the 
most “common” with 425 reported struck. Legend has it that many of these were distributed to 
congressmen to show what the coin would look like and some of them ended up being spent 
in Washington brothels. The $4 Stella has long been included among gold type collections, 
however, they are technically patterns. By 1879, for at least a decade, various proposals for 
international coinage had been tested. In 1868, there was a pattern $5 / 25 francs struck; in 
1874 Dana Bickford proposed a $10 gold piece that had the conversions into various European 
currencies. None of these made it any further than a few coins struck. 


Only 425 Proofs were struck. PCGS 12, NGC 4, CAC 8. The most recent example to sell in 
auction realized $204,000 in the 2021 ANA auction.

In late 
1859 the principals of the Clark Gruber company went to 
New York and Philadelphia to procure equipment to begin 
a coining operation in what is today Denver, Colorado. 

The dies for the half eagle were designed after the federal 
coinage, with PIKES PEAK on Liberty’s diadem and CLARK 
GRUBER & CO DENVER on the reverse. Learning from 

the controversies of the privately minted coins produced 

in and around San Francisco a decade earlier, the Clark 
Gruber coins actually contained marginally more gold than 
the federal issues of the same denomination. While the 
final Clark Gruber coins were struck in 1861, the facility 
would become the Denver mint in 1906. The Colorado gold 
rush represented the third discovery of the precious metal 
in the 19th century, after the south eastern find in North 
Carolina and Georgia, and in California in 1848. The coins 
are scarce to very rare and are tangible links to the Pioneer 
days, and with the 1861 date, the Clark Gruber pieces have 
that added connection to the Civil War.
